SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


The three schools of Lempster are doing highly credit- 
able work. The Street school has established a fine 
morale, where mutual helpfulness of all pupils is the key- 
note. Such a spirit, as seen in ‘“‘the Street’’ is to be a 
valuable asset to the town in years to come. Patriotism 
and respect for flag are taught here as in few schools. 
Cragin is a school composed mostly of boys. They are 
being taught responsibility and are being trained to be- 
come active American citizens. East Lempster is a cadet 
‘school. We have been very fortunate in the student 
teachers that have been sent here this year. Due to the 
close supervision of the Keene NormalSchool thesupposed 
handicap of frequent changes of teachers has failed to 
materialize. This cadet. system is working well and no 
town need hesitate to adopt it as a temporary aid in fi- 
nancial difficulties. 


Standardized tests are being used more and more 
extensively to determine the exact amount of progress 
made during a specified time, as well as to compare one 
school with another. The two fundamental subjects, 
Arithmetic and Reading are being especially emphasized 
this year. Each teacher has the standard Arithmetic 
pads which she uses daily. These furnish drill for the 
attainment of speed and accuracy inaddition, subtraction, 
multiplication and division. With these four processes 
well taught, no Lempster pupil may fear for success in 
the higher branches of learning. Reading is the one 
great essential of life to-day. Machines can be made to 
write, do Arithmetic or Bookkeeping but a reading ma- 
chine is unknown. For this reason three distinct tests 
have been used this year in the Lempster schools the 
Detroit, the Burgess and the Monroe scores. These are 
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fully standardized and rank the Lempster schools with 
those of the entire country. With special work in this 
department we believe Lempster can surpass its present 
high standing. 


The teachers inform us that several of the boys are 
showing marked ability in their work and should be en- 
couraged to enter high school if not look forward to a 
college course. College trained men can be utilized in a 
small town as well as in a large city. Let us help am- 
bitious pupils to continue their studies as long as they 
can profit by them. 


The school buildings are in finecondition. They are 
a tribute to the townspeople and the work of their school 
board. Adjustable shades have improved the lighting to 
a considerable extent. It would be well if some provision 
for play grounds could be made, at all three of the schools. 
At East Lempster, particularly, a slight expense would 
produce remarkable results by way of an ornamental and 
useful playing space. Directed play, on suitable grounds, 
is an efficientmeans of improving the morale of any school. 


Chemical toilets are being installed in many schools 
this year. It would be wellif plans could be formulated 
by which such toilets could be bought for one school each 
year. In three years time, under this plan, the system 
would be completed. The returns in lessened health risks 
would justify the extra outlay. 


The superintendent wishes to express his appreciation 
of the cooperation tended him during his first five months 
of service. The kindly advice and assistance of a most 
worth school board is gratefully acknowledged.
